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THE DAWN OF A NEW ERA 



Three weeks of the session of 11)11-12 are passed and witli 
them a series of events which have the greatest significance 
to everyone connected with McGill University. We are able 
to realize to a fairly adequate extent that a great change 
has come uvcr McGill— a change which is pregnant with pos- 
sibilities. Thc McGill of t.o-dny is as totally different from 
the McGill of a year ago as it is different from the McGill 
of a decade ago. "The old order changoth, yielding place to 
new," is a quotation which we may apply with peculiar al't- 
nosB to the present situation. In fact, so great and far-reach- 
ing is this Change that we attempt to analyze it with no 
small degree of trepidation. 

"Whnt is the change and what has it. brought?" you ask. 
We shall now attempt to answer these questions to the best 
of our ability. A year ago the future of McGill was a 
dubious one. The opportunities for expansion and develop- 
ment were not available. A serious financial crisis was im- 
pending. It was also hinted that retrenchment would be 
necessary to maintain the old high standard of efficiency. 
The spirit of depression which prevailed with regard to the 
general policy of the University was reflected in almost 
every br n nch of undergraduate activity. An unfailing symp 
torn of this was the presence of an abnormal number of 
what are commonly known as "knockers" and "grouchcrs." 
Teople at large were beginning to entertnin sentiments of 
distrust in McGill. It was felt everywhere that a crisis was 
at band and no solution was apparent. This anticipated 
crisis did not come and it linB gone. What, is of more im- 
portance the crisis was met nnd overcome not in any com- 
monplace temporary manner but in a permanent nnd com- 
prehensive manner. When Sir William C. Macdonald ensured 
the future of McGill ns an educational and empire building 
power he also gave stimulus and momentum to even tbe min- 
utest department of the University's life. There need be no 
more financial crisis in the 2uth century as far as McGill 
is concerned. We can go 011 expanding every potentinlity 
with tbe consciousness of a reliable foundation on which to 
build. The endowment scheme campaign recently broached by 
the Governors, and soon to be started in full earnest, seems 
to be receiving a warm welcome from every quarter. Mayor 
Guerin'a enthusiastic endorsntiou may he regarded as a hap- 
py augury for the success of a scheme which will do much 
to supplement and render available the result of Sir Wil- 
liam's munificence. 

One of the most remarkable phases of the general awaken- 
ing at McGill is tbe ncjv aplrit everywhere present nmongst 
the undergraduates. It is our opinion that this is part and 
parcel with the impulse and assurance that th" University 
is deriving from n concrete vista of a prosperous future. 
The old enemies of enterprise and progress! tbe fatal pessim- 
istic and cynical "all-knowing" ones have disappeared. We 
no longer encounter the sour-faced groueher— tbe student who 
has no confidence of trust in anything and whose whole ob-

TO-NIGHT MCGILL UNION 

HOLDS ANNUAL MEETING

To a certain degree this may be 
due to the recent increase in fees 
from five to tin dollars, hut how 
this could be avoided In view o: the 
annual deficit which h • • exist d since 
its inception, is difficult to under- 



stand. In fact, such a course was 
inevitable, 

The Advisory Hoard has just Pass- 
ed a resolution to the fleet that 
they will grant this increase in fees 
on the sole condition that the whole 
amount tie collected at the boginning 
of the academic year. 

Tile resolution ns passed by the 
students when the fee question arose, 
was that half the sum should he pay 
able at the opening of the session, 
and half at the beginning of the sec- 
ond term. What course the members 
will pursue in view of the resolution 
of the Advisory Hoard will he decid- 
ed tonight, and there are many other 
matters of the highest importance to 
be discussed that no Union member 
can afford to be absent. 

All members of the Union, there 
fore, arc urgently requested to attend 
tonight's meeting because of these 
vital issues, which are bound to come 
till for discussion and consideration.

In tin' second half McGill maintain- 
ed the advantage and soon had the 
ball down in the Hurlequib territory. 
From a long throw-out near the '25,'

a useful piece of dribbling and touch- 
ed down near the posts.

McKinnon caught the Harlequin 
kick and returned, making touch five 
yards past tne hnlf-way line A Har- 
lequin got the ball from the throw 
in and kicked into touch making ten 
yanlB.
